And whereas, the efforts of L's of¬ 
ficers tjnd employees, together wltl 
the beet farmers, have placed thi: 
industry on a firm agricultural bis 
is thru rhe sbablishmcnt of cloe ant 
oordiul relations between the farm 
era growing beets and the Company 
and furthermore have developed sat 
isfsetory markers for Alberta sugar 
t.s a product °f our farms. 

Whereas the district su; rounding 
Raymond and the town itself have 
been greatly benefltted by the estab 
bailment and operation of this fact¬ 
ory. 

And whereas this Company after it 
pioneer work, has relinquished Its in¬ 
terest in our district to the British 
Columbia Sugar Roflulrg Company. 

Therefore, be it resolved by th 
Raymond Board of Trade, that we ex 
press appreciation at this time foi 
the establishment and develcpmen 
of the industry by that pioneer sugar 
beet company,, tamely the Utah 
Idaho Sugar Company of Utah, and 
that while we regret their departure 
from this field we wish them every 
success In the continuance of the 
beet sugar business, wherever they 
mpy be so engaged." 

And a second - no to the new Comp 
any as follows; 

"Resolved by the Raymond Board 
of Trade ixhit we extend a welcome 
tj ihe British Columbia Sugar Retim¬ 
ing Co as the new owners of the Ray 
mond Sug-r Factory. The establish 
men L of t'liis Plant has produced in 
ihis district continued employment 
on farms, encounaged 1 letter farming 
with livestock production, and fur- 
lshcd payrolls which have estab'iahed 
us as ora cf the most prosperous 
towns and districts in Alberta. 

We express appreciation for the 
policy stated by the British Columbia 
Sugar Reffining Co., to the effect that 
the Factory will continue operation 
and that development will continue. 

So lithe r.] Alberta Is loyal to the 
beet sugar industry or.e hundred per 
cent, both for the production of 
Sugar Beets ,and for the consum&tion 
of AlbcSfi Sugar, the product of the 
Irrigated farms. It is our desire that 
the present owners of our factory 
shall achieve every legitimate success 
and wc pledge the efforts of this 
Board towl.rd that end."

STINKWEED CONTROL BY 
SULPHURIC ACID 

The Alberta Dcpaitnu-nt of Agr'c- 
utture In cin^oper.itlon wM the Con¬ 
solidated Mining and Smelting Co. 
are conducting trials wKh Nulfhur.le 
ucld for the oonteoi of itilnliweed and 
Other annual weeds found In growing 
erqps of grain. While Oils practice Is 
new to Wedtern Cmdt If him b.eu 
used with oonnidelrnble suereas in cer- 
t »l» parts of Europe for ihe eradicat¬ 
ion of wild mustard from growing 
crops of grain. 

Some trial's were made during 1930 
In the Raymond and Hillspring dist¬ 
rict on fields of grMn which were 
badly infested with stinkweed. Thc re 
suits were of such promise that it 
has been decided to extend the work 
to other districts. Two factors favor 
its use as a weed-killer; it is cheap 
and it is effective on certain weed ; 
without causing serious injury to th 
crop. 

Fields are treated when the grai i 
crop has thre to four leaves or when 
the crop is about three or four inches 
in height The best time to treat th - 1 
stinkweed Is when It is in the posette 
stagee The grain crop looks tIckly fo • 
a week or ten days after treat men’ 
but as this injury Is ctniy on ihe tip 
of the leaves, the crop quickly recov 
ers and in many cases gives eU In¬ 
creased yield. 

Several trials are beirf m de i ' 
the Raymond district for the control 
of stinkweed and certain o.hcr n 
nuals in growing crops of grain. 
About nine acres are required fir 
each trial of which four acres ,w!l' 
be treated, the remainder being u 0 cd 
as a check. Only badly infested fl* dx 
will be selected and as far a possible 
those selected wll be along a * "'In 
highway. Sulphuric acid is not er - 
Ive on perennial weeds or wild oat*. 

The Department of Agriculture 
is anxious to secure several co-operot 
ors in this district. All the farin'-- 
s asked to do is to furnish Ihe cron 
'or the lest and supply a team 
hones for half <tt day to h ul *h 
sprayer and to see that a sunol 
water is on hand.
